Declares Way Must Be 
Kept Open for Settle- 
ment — Assails ‘Go It 
Alone’ Policy in Mes- 
sage to Congress.

WASHINGTON, July 3 — The 


free world must keep the door a | 


open for a peaceful settlement of 
differences with the Soviet Union, 
and the best way to do this is 
through the United Nations, Presi- 


dent Truman told Congress today. 

The United States cannot “go 
it aloné” in world affairs, Truman 
also declared. It must co-operate 
with other free nations ina policy 
of collective security. 

Russian aggression throughout 
the world might have been “‘irre- 
sistible” if it had not been 
checked by the U.N., the Presi- 
dent said in a report to Congress 
on American participation in the 
organization during 1951. 


Scales Now Tipping. 

Progress that the free nations 
have made in strengthening col- 
lective measures for preserving 
peace since the outbreak of the 
Korean conflict “has .now begun 
to tip the scales toward real se- 
curity for ourselves and all other 
peace-loving people,”. Truman 
asserted. 

“We hope that the day will 
come when the Soviet Union, see- 
ing that it cannot make aggres- 
sion and subversion work, will 
modify its policies so that all na- 
tions can live togéther peacefully 
in the same world,” the Presi- 
dent said. “Therefore, we muss 
continue to test Soviet willingness 
to take tangible steps toward eas- 
ing international tensions. We 
must continue to keep the door 
open in the United Nations for 
the Soviet Union to join the great 
majority of countries en the road 
to peace.” 


i 
Truman conceded that the U.N. : 


had not worked perfectly. De- 
spite “difficulties and discourage- 
ments,” howeyer, the world or- 
ganization “remains the best 
means available to our generation 
for achieving peace for the com- 
munity of nations,” he declared. 
Should Support U.N. 

“The United Nations, in this re- 
spect, is vital to our future as a 
free people,” he said. “We should 
continue to support the United 
Nations in this dangerous period 
in the history of mankind.” 

American participation in the 
U.N. “has been carried out on a 
strictly non-partisan basis,” Tru- 
man pointed out. Partisan attacks 
have been made on the organiza- 
tion, however, he went on. 

“Some of these attacks are 
made in a spirit of impatience 
that can only lead to the holo- 
caust of a worldwide war,” the 
President declared. “Most of 
those who urge us to ‘go it alone’ 
are blind to the fact that such a 
course would destroy the solid 
progress toward world peace 
which the United Nations has 
made in the past sevén years.” 

This passage seemed to be a 
clear reference to Gen. Douglas 
MacArthur, who has advocated an 
American policy of “going it 
alone” since he was relieved of 
his command in Korea last year. 
Truman did not mention MacAr- 
thur by name, however. 

“T am confident that the Ameri- 
can ‘people will reject these 
voices of despair,” the President 
said. ‘““‘We can win peace, but we 

cannot win it alone. And, above 
' all, we cannot win, it by force 
alone. We can win the peace only 
by continuing to work for inter- 
national justice and morality 
through the United Nations.” 

The value of the U.N. “has 
been clearly demonstrated with

KOREA QUADRUPLE 
AMPUTEE DRIVES 
CAR FROM HOSPITAL 


WASHINGTON, July 3 (AP).— 
Cpl. Robert L. Smith, the first 
quadruple amputee of the Korean 
war, drove away from Walter 
Reed Hospital yesterday “in his 
specially equipped green sedan. 

The 21-year-old soldier drove 
alone *183 miles to his home in 
Middleburg, Pa., about 18 months 
and nine operations after he 
entered the hospital. 

Suffering from wounds, frost- 
bite and Communist mistreatment 
during a. brief capture near 
Chungjin reservoir in November 
1950, Smith was flown from Ko- 
rea to Japan where both hands 
and both lower legs were am- 
putated. 

He was flown to the United 
States and then to Walter Reed 
where additional surgery was nec- 
essary to overcome the effects of 
the wounds and frostbite and pre- 
pare him for his artificial limbs. 


MARSHAL ACCUSED 
OF KILLING YOUTH 
OVER FIRECRACKER 


KIOWA, Okla., July 3 (UP)— 
City Marshal James Nolan (Buck) 
Smyth, father of 11 children, was 
charged yesterday with killing 


Johnny Donald Smith, 16 years 


old, for shooting off firecrackers 
illegally. 

Smith and two companions 
were exploding firecrackers in a 
city street. Kiowa has a city or- 
dinance barring the use of fire- 
works. 

A witness, Roy Wheeler, told 
police he saw Smyth warn the 
youth$S to stop shooting off the 
firecrackers. Wheeler said that 
when the youths fled he saw the 
marshal level a pistol and fire 
at the boys. One of the bullets 
hit Smith’s head. 

Smyth insisted the shooting 
was an accident. He said that he 
chased the three boys with his 
pistol drawn because he planned 
to fire a shot into the ground 
as a warning for them to stop. 
He said the pistol fired acci- 
dentally when he tripped and fell.

OUT TO BE Boy 
SLEEPING IN BOX

NEW YORK, July 3—To his 
friends, nine-year-old Audry Wil- 
liams is a potential Rip Van Win- 
kle. To his mother he is “‘a boy 
who just likes to curl up.” But 
to a woman walking her dog in 
Brooklyn yesterday morning he 
was a corpse, 

She called police and said, “I 
just found a body. I was walking 
my dog-in the lot behind the 
Shore Service Station when I saw 
it. A corpse in a cardboard box. 
It’s a little Negro boy. He’s dead. 
Murdered.” 

Police sped to the lot and after 
a search came upon a large cor- 
rugated cardboard carton. Curled 
up inside was a small boy, inert 
and, at first glance, lifeless, 

At second glanee, however, po- 
lice saw a faint motion of breath- 
ing. They put an oxygen mask 
on the boy’s face and were lift- 
ing him out of the box when sud- 
denly he struck out with his fists 
and feet. 

“Waddaya bothering me for?” 
he. demanded from under the 
oxygen mask.-. The policemen, 
however, took him to a hospital, 
where he was found to be in 
brime condition. Audry said he 
had set out on an errand to the

COOL FRONT ENDS 
HEAT WAVE WHICh 
STARTED JUNE 3 


Storms Bring Q u?ck 
Drops in Temperature 
—High in Mid-80s Is 
Forecast. 


A fast-moving cool front ar- 
rived in St. Louis today, breaking 
an intensive heat wave which be- 
gan June 3 and continued almost 
without interruption until today. 

The mercury stayed below 90 
on only three of the last 30 days. 
Today’s maximum also was not 
expected to reach 90, Assistant 
Meteorologist Arthur A. Rausch 
said. Temperature at 3 p.m. 
was 80 

In the course of the heat wave, 
maximum temperature was 100 
degrees or higher seven days and 
the peak for the day was in the 
90s on 20 days. 

Thunderstorms yesterday and 
today throughout the metropoli- 
tan area, and a tornado shortly 
afternoon yesterday at Lambert- 
St. Louis Field, brought quick 
drops in temperature. 

High in Mid-80s Forecast. 

Rausch forecast a low tomorrow 
morning of about 70 degrees with 
the highest tomorrow afternoon 
in the middle 80s. 

“It should be pretty nice for 
the next day or two,” Rausch 
said. “Then it will be warmer 
again Saturday, near 90 but. not 
so hot as it has been. There 
should be good sleeping weather 
tonight, and tomorrow night.’% 

Several thousand homes were 
without electric power yesterday 
as a result of the storms, Union 
Electric Co. reported. The Ballas 
substation at Ballas and Clayton 
roads had a power failure, cutting 
off lights to about 4000 homes in 
part of Ladue, in Frontenac and 
in Town and Country. 

About 2000 homes near the air- 
port, served by the Bridgeton sub- 
station, were without power for 
about an: hour, starting shortly 
after 1 o’clock yesterday. That 
failure also caused the power fail- 
ure at Lambert Field. In the G--m- 
bo and Fern Ridge areas, a small 
number of. homes also had no 
electric power. 

Power failures also affected 
operations of St. Louis County 
Water Co., but customers were 
without water for only five min- 


utes in the apea of West Overland | th 


Park, near Ashby road. 

The Hog Hollow pumping sta- 
tion on the Missouri river ang the 
Ross avenue station on Olive 
Street road were without power 
for one hour, Standby pumps, 
powered by gasoline’ and diesel 
engines, were used in the in- 


terval. 

The Stratman station, on Olive 
styget road east of Lindbergh bou- 
levapl, was without power when 
a transformer failed. A portable 
substation moupted in a big 
trailer was brought to the water 
plant and connected at 3:15 a.m. 

Southwestern Bell Telephone 
Co, re ed service for 350 to 
400 telephones in the county was 
cut off for varying periods of 
time yesterday because of storm 
damage. 

Strong gusts of wind early last 
evening caused extensive damage 
to trees and cut off electric power 
to several hundred homes in 
Kirkwood, Glendale and Webster 
Groves. The wind shifted direc- 
tion several times and some hail

Project.‘Lightly and, in 
Some Instances, Reck- 
lessly.’ 

WASHINGTON, July 3 (UP)— 


The House Appropriations Com- 
mittee charged today that the 


Army engineers, after spending 
nearly $262,000,000 on the Mis- 
souri river hetween St. Louis and 
Sioux City, Ia., seem actually to 
have increased floods “year after 


year.” 


The committee, in a special re- 
port on the vast channel stabili- 
zation and navigation project, 
said the engineers treated the 
project “most lightly and, in some 
instances, recklessly.” 

“The committee is thoroughly 
dissatisfied with the corps’s per- 
formance,” the report said, “and 
feels that such substantial doubt 
has been cast upon the corps’s 
methods that their results are 
hardly worthy of credence.” 

‘Wizarding With Figures.’ 

The committee accused the en- 
gineers of “Wizarding with fig- 
ures” in an effort to inflate the 
estimated benefits of the project. 

The project, started in 1912, is 
scheduled for completion in 1960 
at an estimated additional cost of 
$101,000,000. 

The work, 79 per cent ¢om- 
plete, has included revetments, 
dikes, removal of rock from the 
river bed, cutoffs to eliminate 
long bends, chute closure dikes 
and removal of snags. 

“The Corps of Engineers have 
spent a quarter of a billion dol- 
lars,” the committee said, ‘on 
channel stabilization and naviga- 
tion improvements on the lower 
Missouri river, a distance of 762 
miles from the mouth of the river 
at St. Louis upstream to Sioux 
City, Ia. 

“To date these expenditures 
have not produced navigation to 
any appreciable extent, and it ap- 


pears that the corps’s work has 
actually increased floods on the 
river, year after year,” the re- 
port said. 

False Figure Charged. 

The committee said that the 
corps used “specious” methods to 
produce benefits of the project 
which the corps valued at $231,- 
900,000 through 1951. “The falsity 
of this figure is apparent,” the 
committee stated after an inves- 
tigation of the project. 

The investigation was made by 
a subcommittee headed by Repre- 
sentative John H. Kerr (Dem.), 
North Carolina, and the report 
was released by the full commit- 
tee. 

Representatives Glenn R. Davis 
(Rep.), Wisconsin, and Gerald R. 
Ford Jr. (Rep.), Michigan, mem- 
bers of the subcommittee, said 
they agreed with the findings of 
the investigation but objected 
that release of the report was 
“premature” because the engi- 
neers had had no “practical op- 
portunity” to explain and reply. 

President Truman asked Con- 
gress for $8,500,000 for the proj- 
ect for the fiscal year which be- 
gan Tuesday. The House approved 
$6,550,000 and the Senate the full 
$8,500,000. The difference now is 
being ironed out by a MHouse- 
Senate conference committee.

many persons at recent hearings 
by the Missouri Basin Survey 
Commission in Missouri, However 
Brig. Gen. Don G, Shingler, Mis- 
souri river division engineer for 
e Army, made a documented 
denial to the commission. The 
chief ewidence in support of the 
charges was taken from water 
flow and height readings. 

The navigation work of the 
Army Engineers has been carried 
out under congressional authori- 
zations of many years’ standing, 
while they have had flood can- 
trol pewers only in recent years. 
The navigation channel, on which 
work was interrupted by World 
War Ii, is not yet completed, so 
that full use of the river for navi- 
gation has not yet become 
feasible. 


FRANK COSTELLO CONVICTION 
FOR CONTEMPT IS UPHELD 


NEW YORK, Jyly 3 (UP)—The 


today upheld Frank Costello’s 
conviction for contempt of Con- 
gress in walking out on the Sen- 
ate Crime Investigating Commit- 
tee but reversed his conviction 
on seven other counts. 

The three-man court held that 
Costello was within his rights in 
refusing, because of possible self- 
incrimination, to answer questions 
regarding his net financial worth 
and indebtedness. 

The decision does not reverse 
any part of Costello’s sentence— 
18 ths in prison and $5000 
fin nee it was handed down 
on the three affirmed counts. 

He is free in $5000 bail. —

LOSING CONTESTS, 


Will Appeal National 
Committee Rulings — 
13 of 15 Louisiana 
Delegate Votes 


Awarded to Taft.

CHICAGO, July 3—Gen. Dwight 
D. Eisenhower's forces, now fac- 
ing defeat in the Republican Na- 
tional Committee, are pinning 
their hopes of winning contested 
presidential nominating delegates 
on appeals to the national conven- 


tion credentials committee and 
perhaps to the convention itself. 

It was clear today, as argu- 
ments over six contested Loui- 
siana delegates began, that the 
cynical crew of Senator Robert A. 
Taft’s steamroller had the Na- 
tional Committee completely 
under control. Eisenhower lead- 
ers were saying privately they ex- 
pect the committee will seat the 
pro-Taft Texas delegation, with 
38 members. 

Louisiana 13 to 2 for Taft. 

The Eisenhower forces. did 
manage to pick up two of. the 
contested Louisidna votes, but 
Taft took the other four, ‘giving 
him 13 of Louisiana’s 15 conven- 
tion votes. ‘ 

A series of votes at the end of 
a long, hot fight before the com- 
mittee went this way: 

1. The committee voted 61 to 
41 to seat two Eisenhower dele- 
gates from the Third Louisiana 
District. 

2. It voted 58 to 43 to seat four 
Taft delegates-at-large. 

3. A motion that Eisenhower 
be given seven more delégates 
in dispute was ruled out of order 
by National Chairman Guy Gab- 
rielson on the ground there ac- 
tually was no contest. Ralph Cake, 
pro-Eisenhower national commit- 
teeman from Oregon, appealed 
Gabrielson’s ruling, but it was 
sustained on a voice vote. 

Taft had two votes to begin 
with in Louisiana that were not 
contested. 

Move to Ease Sting. 

With Taft forces in obvious 
command, the national committee 
decision to give two Louisiana 
delegates was interpreted by 
Eisenhower partisans as a move 
designed to take some of the 
sting out of criticism that has 
been directed toward some com- 
mittee. rulings. Even before the 
vote was taken, Eisenhower back- 
ers said they would appeal to 
the convention itself to reverse 
the committee’s decision. 

When the vote was announced 
John M. Wisdom, chairman of the 
Eisenhower faction, told report- 


rs: 

“This is a day of infamy for the 
national committee. Giving us 
two delegates is like throwing a 
bone to a dog. I now understand 
why they refused to have tele- 
vision coverage. We will fight this 
through to the end.” 

John E. Jackson, national com 
mitteeman. from. Louisiana, re- 
marked that a lawyer who loses 
a case has two choices: He can 
appeal the decision, or he can 
cuss the court. “Mr. Wisdom is 
cussing the court,” Jackson said. 

Next up before the committee 
is the Mississippi contest involv- 
ing four at-large delegates and 
possibly one district delegate. A 
single delegate contest from Mis- 
souri was scheduled thereafter 
and should be decided late today. 
The bitter Texas dispute over 38 
convention seats is booked for 
tomorrow morning. , 

After the Taft camp grabbed 
17 Georgia delegates yesterday 
and then magnanimously deliv- 
ered up to Eisenhower a lone 
Kansan, Senator Henry Cabot 
Lodge Jr. of Massachusetts, 
Eisenhower campaign manager, 
said, “It is now certain the Eisen- 
hower people are not going to get 
any honesty or fairness out of the 
Republican National Committee.” 

Predicts Successful Appeal. 

Lodge said his side would do 
better in ¢he credentials commit- 
tee because the members “are 
fresher from the people.” What 
he meant was that the members 
of the credentials committee, con- 
sisting of one member of each 
state and territorial delegation, 
53 in all, have been chosen with- 
in the last few months. ' More

recahed “complete agreement” 
today on what to put into a for- 
eign policy plank that would be 
acceptable to both Gen. Dwight 
D. Eisenhower and Senator Rob- 
ert A. Taft. 

Resolutions committee chair- 
man Eugene D. Millikin of Colo- 
rado, said however, a foreign 
policy subcommittee put off until 
tomorrow consideration of the ac- 
tual language of the spotlighted 
foreign policy plank. 

Millikin, who is chairman of 
the foreign policy group as well 
as of the full resolutions commit- 
tee, said he, John Foster Dulles, 
and a number of “expert” draft- 
ers would put the agreed-on plank 
into writing this afternoon and 
tonight and submit it to the sub- 
committee at another closed meet- 
ing tomorrow. 

Other Planks in Making. 

Other subcommittees on sub- 
jects from agriculture to Com- 
munism, 
closed doors, rapidly were com- 
pleting their platform proposals. 
The entire product will be whip- 
ped into shape by the full com- 
mittee starting Saturday. 

“We have completed our anal- 
ysis of the subject matter to be 
included in the foreign policy 
plank and are in complete agree- 
ment,” Millikin told reporters. 

“We had no disagreement at 
all as to what should be said. We 
agreed on the content, though 
not on the exact words.” 

This appeared to indicate that 
thhe subcommittee, which is 
weighted in favor of Taft sup- 
porters, was ready to make good 
on ferecasts by both Millikin and 
Dulles that it could satisfy both 
candidates, despite their varying 
foreign’ policy views. 

Dulles Helps on Plank. 

John Foster Dulles, former 
United States Senator from New 

ork and State Department ad- 
viser, has been here working 
closely with Millikin and the sub- 
committee, 

Dulles previously had consulted 
at length with both Gen. Eisen- 
hower and Senator Taft, now bit- 
terly contesting for the presiden- 
tial nomination. 

Dulles had handed to the plat- 
form drafters a proposed plank he 
said would contain a major de- 
parture from present foreign 
policies. 

Millikin said this draft was 
considered during the closed door 
deliberations, but that the com- 
mittee itself would decide on the 
final words.

The important Red Chinese 
communications center of Muk- 
den should have been knocked 
out by strategic bombing raids 
two years ago, Maj. Gen. Claire 
Chennault (retired) said here to- 
day. He added that in his opinion 
this action would have ended the 
Korean war. 

Chennault, wartime leader of 
the “Flying Tigers,” said at a 
press conference that if Mukden 
and the rail line bringing troops 
from China were 
Red China could not maintain 
its army in Korea. 

Here to address a three-day 
Fourteenth Air Force Association 
convention at Hotel Statler, the 
61-year-old airman said General- 
issimo Chang Kai-shek is today 
“the most popular man in China” 
and praised Gen. Douglas MacAr- 
thur as “the greatest American 
we’ve produced since Abraham 
Lincoln’s day.” 

The general’s attractive Chinese 
wife, who accompanied him from 
Formosa last March, sat at his 
side while he talked. He asked 
her to confirm his estimate of 
Chiang’s popularity, and she did 


Chennault said Chiang’s Nation- 
alist forces are in excellent shape. 
They should be used, he urged, 
for an invasion of the coast in 
Fukien province, opposite For- 
mosa.

The disagreement was touched 

off when the board moved to 
drop a 10-year-old practice of 
supporting prices of Treasury se- 
curities at par or above. The 
agencies reached an “accord” in 
March 1951, with the board drop- 
ping that practice, but agreeing 
to prevent big swings in the 
prices of Treasury securities. 
- The subcommittee, which in- 
vestigated that situation and oth- 
ers last spring, held that each 
agency was “striving to-serve the 
public interest,” but in conflicting 
ways.

4 REDS AND ‘DUPES’ 


Charges Senator Had 
Seven in His Office in 
| State Department Who 
Were ‘Dangerous.’ 


WASHINGTON, July 3 (AP)— 
Senator Joseph R. McCarthy 
swore today that “fellow travelers, 
Communists and complete dupes 
were sheltered” by Senator Wil- 
liam Benton when Benton was in 
the State Department. 

McCarthy, Wisconsin Republi- 
can, made the accusation at a 
public hearing before a Senate 
Rules subcommittee to support 
his demands for a full-scale in- 
vestigation of the Connecticut 
Democratic Senator. 

The same subcommittee has 
been looking into Benton's ac- 
cusations of fraud and deceit 
against McCarthy. 

Terming Benton “the chame- 
leon from Connecticut,” McCar- 
thy testified that Benton, as as- 
sisfant secretary of state in his 
pre-Senate career, “was harboring 
in his own office at least seven 
persons who were dangerous to 
America—and putting it mild, 
were very bad loyalty and secur- 
ity risks.” 

‘Records Readily Available.’ 
“The record of each was readily 
available to Benton,” he said. “In 
two of these cases it will be seen 
that the security officers had 
recommended that Benton dis- 
charge the individuals who had 
been given a haven of refuge in 
his office but that he ignored the 
recommendations.”

— expense,” the resolution 
said. 

Federal Encroachment. 

It declared, as well, that fed- 
eral encroachment into fields of 
traditional state control “is a 
matter of concern to the gov- 
ernors of all the states.” 

The measure came as a 
watered-down version of the pro- 
posal by Gov. Walter J. Kohler, 
Wisconsin Republican, that the 
states refuse federal grants in 
protest against Government inter- 
ference in state affairs.

County Supervisor Luman 
F, Matthews suggested county ac- 
quisition of the plant might pre- 
vent such critical water shortages 
as those which have been occure 
ring recently. 

“While our department is sin- 
cerely interested and desires to 
assist the county to the absolute 
limit of our abilities during peri- 
ods of emergency, we will not in 
any way consider the sale of any 
portion of the city’s vital water 
facilities to anyone,” Briscoe said. 

He pointed out that the Howard 
Bend plant supplies the Stacy 
Park reservoir at Olive Street and 


Old Bonhomme roads, This reser- 
voir is particularly important be- 
cause it is on a higher elevation 
than any other city water-storage 
facility, Briscoe said. . 
The Howard Bend plant: sup- 


-plies about 80,000,000 gallons of 


water daily, almost one-third of 
the city’s requirements, he said,’ 

Matthews told the County Coun-. 
cil he thought the city might be 
willing to dispose of the plant. 
After his statement, Harold D. 
Carey, council president, named 
Tom Dunne and Frank L. Martini. 
as a committee to study the ques-' 
tion. 


When informed today of Bris-.

Industry and CIO Asked 
“to Agree on Interim 
~ Conditions’ Pending 


Final Settlement. 


~ ‘WASHINGTON, July 3 (UP)— 


The Senate called today for an 
end to the 32-day-old steel strike 
and an immediate resumption of 
collective bargaining. 

The Senate adopted by voice 
vote a resolution introduced by 
Senator Hubert H. Humphrey 
(Dem.), Minnesota, which asked 
industry and the CIO United 
Steel Workers Union “to agree 
upon interim conditions which 
will make possible the immedi- 
ate resumption of production 
pending settlement of the issues 
in dispute.” 

The resolution called on Pres- 
ident Truman to make available 
to the industry and the union the 
services of any Government agen- 
‘cy that they request. 

Both Senate and House have 
voted to “request” Truman to use 
the anti-strike provisions of the 
Taft-Hartley Act. Although Tru- 
man has said he is considering its 
use he cannot be forced to do it. 

Big Loss in Production. 

The Senate resolution, which 
is an expression of sentiment and 
could not force an end to the 
strike, came as Government of- 
ficials said the steel strike has 
wiped out tHe effect of a year’s 
mgr by the industry.

There is no hope of meeting 
the mobilization schedule for 
raising output to 112,000,000 to 
114,000,900 ingot tons this year.

its employes.

A top industrialist in Pittsburgh 
said no new negotiating meetings 
are in sight to end the strike 
which began June 2.

The magazine Iron Age, point- 
ing to the ever-increasing serious- 
ness of the walkout, declares: 
“The steel strike is rapidly para- 
lyzing the economy. Time has al- 
ready run out on steel-consuming 
industries. Worse than the ghost 
plants and idle machines is the 
abrupt unemployment of hundreds 
of: thousands of workers.”

LINES AT ThiREE 


Hill on Central Front— 
Enemy Steps Up Arrtil- 
lery Fire. — 


SEOUL, July 3 (AP)—Allied 
raiding columns knifed into Com- 
munist lines at two points near 
the truce talks village of Panmun- 
jom today, while a third group of 
raiders drove Communist troops 
off a hill in Central Korea. 

United Nations troops attacking 

ist-shrouded hill positions north- 
west of Kumhwa on the central 
front ran into heavy Communist 
fire and called for reinforcements, 
the Eighth Army said. The hill 
was secured an hour after the at- 
tack began and the raiders were 
pulled back.

Allied troops off outpost hills 
northwest of Yonchon on the 
western front shortly before mid- 
night, but an artillery barrage 
drove the Reds back to their own 
lines and United Nations forces 
met no opposition in retaking the 
hills before dawn, the Eighth 
Army said. 

Allied soldiers who wrested Old 
Baldy and T-Bone hills from the 
Communists in savage fighting 
two weeks ago were the target of 
big Red guns zeroed in on the 
peaks, the Army said. 

Up to 6 p.m. Wednesday 3783 
rounds of Red mortar and artil- 
lery shells were counted along 
the front, most of them in the 
Old Baldy and T-Bone sectors.

“Left untouched for the past 
two years,” the summary said, 
“the power plants were attacked 
after it had been determined that 
they were supplying the electric- 
ity used in Communist factories 
producing weapons, weapons 
parts, ammunition and other mili- 
tary supplies used against United 
Nations troops.” 

‘The summary said the plants 

supplied maintenance and repair 

shops for rail and trucking ve- 
hicles damaged by ,air attacks. 

“It also had been determined 
that the Communists were using 
power from the four systems for 
their communications, radar and 
early warning systems,” the re- 
port said. “Thus, the electrical 
output of these plants contributed 
directly to the enemy’s capability 
of intercepting U.N. aircraft op- 
erating over North Korea.”

Nations purpose of maintaining 
world peace. 

The progress we have made 
since the Korean aggression 
started has now begun to 
the scales toward real securi 
for ourselves and all other 
peace-loving peoples. 


Such measures are necessary to 
meet the present threat of aggres- 
sion. But we cannot admit that 
mankind must suffer forever un- 
der the burden of armaments and 
the tensions of greatly enlarged 
defense programs. We must try in 
every way not only to settle dif- 
ferences peaceably but also to 
lighten the load of defense prepa- 
rations. In this task the United 
Nations is the most important if 
not the only avenue of progress. 


On October -24, 1950, in an ad- 
dress to the General Assembly of 
the United Nations, I outlined the 
principles which must guide dis- 
armament. This was followed up 
by concrete proposals, which were 
presented at the 1951 session of 
the General Assembly in Paris. 
These proposals involved a world 
census of armaments, a reduc- 
tion of armaments and armed 
forces and the elimination of 
weapons of mass destruction, all 
under a foolproof system of in- 
spection. The Disarmament Com- 
mission of the United Nations is 
now discussing these proposals, 
and if they are adopted they will 
not only enhance world security, 
but also free vast energies and 
resources of the world for con- 


sion work, will modify its policies 
so that all nations can live to- 
gether peacefully in the same 
world. Therefore, we must con- 
tinue to test Soviet Willingness to 
take tangible steps toward easing 
international tensions. We must 


continue to keep the door open 
in the United Nations for the So- 
viet Union to join the great ma- 
jority of countries on the road to 
peace. 

Among the nations of the free 
world, the United Nations _per- 
forms the valuable function of 
settling disputes and terminating 
conflict. It has been notably 
successful in localizing and dimin- 
ishing dangerous situations which 
might otherwise have torn the 
free world apart and paved the 
way for Communist expansion. 
In Indonesia, Palestine and Kash- 
mir, the United Nations stopped 
serious fighting and persuaded 
the combatants to take steps to- 
ward a peacefyl settlement of 
their differences. In many other 
cases the United Nations has pre- 
vented disputes from erupting in- 
to violence. 


‘Challenge of Lawlessness.’ 

We must remember that the 
challenge of international lawless- 
ness is not only military but also 
political and economic.

I am confident that the Ameri- 
can people will reject these voices 
of despair. We can win peace, but 
we cannot win it alone. And, 
above all, we cannot win it by 
force alone. We can win the peace 
only by continuing to work for 
international justice and morality 
through the United Nations.

OP-RANGING United Nations commanders regard an next two 
weeks of the Korean war as critical. 
They believe the Communist offensive will come during that 


period or not at all. They base their calculations on the fact that 
the rainy season is now at hand and on the assumption that the 
Reds won’t be so stupid as to start another offensive without air 


support. 

Flying weather is growing 
steadily worse. Allied planes are 
now able to operate effectively 
on only one day out of three. 

The rainy season, which will 
hit its peak this month, lasts from 
three to six weeks and about 40 
per cent of Korea’s rain falls 
during this period. 

“Of course, if the enemy doesn’t | 
plan to use his air, the rain will | 
be an advantage to him. Our 
own air will be handicapped by 
the weather and since the enemy | 
has less transport than we have 
he will be less dependent upon 
roads,” a general said. 

“However,” he continued, “‘it is 
an incredible enemy who will 
launch a major attack without 
air support. His losses would be 
terrific—as ours would be if we 
attacked his prepared positions— 
and not even the Chinese can 
afford that many casualties.” 

Whether the Chinese do or do 
not attack there is a feeling here 
that something must give in Ko- 
rea in the next few weeks, 

Reds Hoarding Planes. 

The mysterious absence of the 
Red Air Force is causing more 
comment than its presence. MIG 
sightings have been on the de- 
cline for the past two months. 
Where the Reds used to put 200 
planes into the air they now put 
up two. 

When Allied planes hit the 
Suiho power plant, ten days ago 
208 MIGs were sighted on the 
ground at Antung on the north 
side of the river only 30 miles 
away. They made no attempt to 
come up. 

This peculiar behavior has led | 
to speculation that the Reds are | 
husbanding their air strength— 
estimated at 1800 to 1900 planes 
~—for something special. 

Let Allies Rule Air. 

The Far East Air Forces today 
{ook note of the Communist ef- 
forts to hoard their planes. 

“Until recent weeks, the F-86s 
(United States Sabre jets) were 
outnumbered as much as three to 
one in air battles over northwest 
Korea,” a FEAF statement noted. 
However, in six days of air fight- 
ing last month, the Air Force said, 
Sabres outnumbered the MIGs 
most of the time. 

“This numerical advantage in 
air, combat has changed in favor 
of Fifth Air Force Sabre jets at 
a time when the Communists are 
known to have between 1800 and 
1900 planes of all types at Man- 
churian bases and between 800 
and 900 MIGs,” the Air Force 
said. 

Allied pilots used to count hun- 
dreds of MIGs over North Korea 
on a single day. The highest count 
was 480 March 3. 

Since then, FEAF said, the total 


has dropped sharply. The last 
time more than 100 MIGs were 
sighted was April 1. 


In June. when Sabre pilots 
+ scored an 18-to-1 victory over the 
MIGs in air combat, most enemy 
flights were of 10 or fewer jets.

Why Allies Took Hills.

David L. Ruffner, commander of 
the Forty-fifth Division, explained 
that recent Allied attacks on stra- 
tegic hills in his sector were made 
necessary by the sharp probing 
thrusts which the Reds were hur]- 
ing at his lines without warning. 

He said outposts to spot and 
delay the Red attacks were ‘a ne- 
cessity. 

Ruffner said an attack on the 
five Red-held hills was ordered 
because “when the enemy starts 
hitting you in your main line it’s 
time to take steps. 

“And the Reds were fortifying 
those positions heavily.

Automatic Jet Tests Its Rockets . 


New Jet Fires ~ 
Rockets Only, 


Is Spotted. 


WASHINGTON, July 3 (AP). 
REVOLUTIONARY new jet

now being delivered -to the Air 
Force, it was announced yester- 
day. 

The new plane, the Lockheed 
F-94C Starfire, has been made so 
nearly automatic by the use of 
radar and mechanical brains that 
it spots the enemy miles away, 
locks onto the target, tracks, 
closes, aims and opens fire—all 
by itself.

The 
rockets can be fired singly or 
in salvos. 

Another all-rocket plane, the 
North American F-86D Intercep- 
tor, is in production but appar- 
ently is not yet available. 

The Starfire was designed as 
an all-weather interceptor, to 
bring down aircraft that attempt 
to invade the United States. . 

Hall L. Hibbard, Lockheed’s 
chief engineer, said it is “one of 
the world’s fastest-climbing” air- 
planes. 

It has a top speed of more than 
600 miles an hour, and climbs 
easily to bomber invasion lanes 
at altitudes above 45,000 feet. 

500-Mile Combat Radius. 

Its combat radius is more than 
509 miles. The combat radius usu- 
ally represents about two-fifths 
of an airplane’s range. 

It is powered with a new Pratt 
& Whitney J-48-P-5 jet engine 
which develops a  6250-pound 


afterburner, a Lockheed-devel- 
oped device that re-ignites the jet 
exhaust, it has additional power 
for rapid take-off or for extra 
performance’ in combat. 

The_Starfire is described as the 
first fighter plane equipped with 
a tail parachute, for quick brak- 
ing on short airstrips. 

It has a pressurized, air-condi- 
tioned cockpit, and is fitted with 
ejection seats and a canopy that 
can be jettisoned.

TRUMAN DOESN’T

The recruiting agents concen- 
trate their attention on such per- 
sons as scientific workers, teach- 
ers, students and persons engaged 
in intellectual pursuits—in par- 
ticular, likely prospects who eith- 
er work for the Government or 
have a chance of doing so. 
Whekever possible, these persons 
are caught young. 

Persons with grievances against 
the world, those who consider 
themselves or their race or their 
creed to be persecuted, are sin- 
gled out for special attention and 
often become easy victims. Dis- 
illusionment hits these people 
hard when it comes. 

“I consider myself a second- 
class Canadian, not a first class 
Canadian,” testified one agent in 
the Canadian case. “That is not a 
laughing matter, Mr. Commis- 
sioner. It is serious.” 

That sort of thing played a 
large part in this agent’s motiva- 
tion, but there are other motives. 
The files of prospects in Moscow 
contain careful entries on per- 
sonal habits, ambitions, attitudes 
to families, characteristics of pri- 
vate life and even inclination to 
drink hard liquor. 

A man who is financially in- 
secure may be persuaded to take 
money. If he does, he quickly be- 
comes “nash,” the Russian word 
for “ours.” 

Gradually the recruits are im- 
bued with a sense of a secret 
mission, a sense of conspiracy 
which sets them apart from their 
fellows. The cell carefully de- 
velops the secrecy habit. Grad- 
ually it works to make the pros- 
pect doubt the need of honesty 
and loyalty to his own commu- 
nity. Ultimately, the prospect 
comes to believe that _ anybody 
expressing such sentiments is 
guilty of “petty bourgeois moral- 
ity” or some other jargonistic 
Communist sin, pronounced with 
a superior sneer. 


* The “study groups” are induced 

to study political and philosophi- 
cal works highly critical of West- 
ern democracy—not necessarily, 
as yet, Marx, Engels, Lenin and 
Stalin. These works come at a 
later stage. 


First the sense of oneness with 
the Soviet Union must be in- 
culcated. The “student” must be 
imbued with the idea that in 
working for Moscow he is work- 
ing for humanity. 

The Communist party makes 
prime targets of organizations 
which can be helpful to it. The 
object is to seize control of such 
organizations as those devoted to 
civil liberties, to trade union 
work, to youth, to women’s in- 
terests, to peace and a variety of 
other things. Once in control, the 
party can use the organization as 
a recruitment and operations 
base, unknown to the bulk of 
the membership.

HAT accounts for the success of the Stalinist fifth column? 
How are its recruits, often highly intelligent and educated 
persons, persuaded to join an underground conspiracy against 
their own countries? It is a long, careful process,

organizations wherever possible, 
the party also forms its own 
“front” organizations, retaining 
strict control over them and using 
them for propaganda and other 
purposes, 

There is a system of interlock- 
ing directorates among such or- 
ganizations which gives the party 
certain continuity of action. Party 
members in controlling positions 
in one organization are likely to 
hold top positions in other front 
groups. 

Once the cells have completed 
the basic program of “develop- 
ment” with their prospective fifth 
columnists, the second stage is 
reached. 

That brings a transfer of loyalty 
to the Soviet Union, blind obe- 
dience to the party, devotion to 
the “cause.” This is a gradual 
process, too. The prospect gets 
small doses. He takes only as 
much as he can swallow. His ca- 
pacity becomes’ greater and 
greater as he becomes more afid 
more enmeshed in secrecy and 
conspiracy. He acquires the psy- 
chology of*a double life and a 
double standard, and the moral 
principles he Once knew are dis- 
placed. He still believes he is 
working for mankind, but now the 
good of mankind and the Soviet 
Union are becoming synonymous. 

Thus Klaus Fuchs. the brilliant 
atomic scientist, said in his con- 
fession in Britain: 

“I used my Marxian philosophy 
to conceal my thoughts, which had 
to be separated into two compart- 
ments. One side was the man I 
wanted to be. I could be free 
and easy and happy with other 
people without fear of disclosing 
myself, because I knew the other 
compartment would step in if I 
reached a.danger point. It ap- 
peared to me at the time that 
I had become a free man be- 
cause I had succeeded in the 
other compartment of my -mind 
in establishing myself completely 
independent of the surrounding 
forces of society.” 

Thus Dr. Alan Nunn May, 
caught up in the Soviet spy net- 
work in Canada, pleaded in court: 

“I did it for the good of man- 
kind.” 

Thus Harry Gold, convicted 
Communist spy courier between 
Fuchs and Russian agents, de- 
scribed himself tearfully as “an 
idealist.” 

For Fuchs, Gold and May, it 
was a matter of persuading them- 
selves that they were working for 
the good of humanity under a sys- 
tem of life which had made fa- 
natics of them. Money was sec- 
ondary. For young Enbom, it was 
not: the immediate reward, but 
the dream of future power and 
glory under a system in which 
he would be a pioneer in his own 
country. Dreams of future power 
and glory motivated many a trai- 
tor, recruited many a Soviet spy, 

The stories of the penitents— 
people such as Elizabeth Bentley 
and Whittaker Chambers who left 
the Communist fifth column, ring 
with the idea that they thought 
they were working for humankind 
—until disillusionment set in. 
Then such people remain only if 
seat in line by threats and black- 
mail.

A Gamble With Security 


The Senate decision on military appropriations. 
is announced as one that would provide for an 
expanded Air Force of 143 wings by 1955, a 


year earlier than would be possible under the . 


House bill. 

To put this decision in proper perspective, it 
must be recalled that the Joint Chiefs of Staff, 
foreseeing that 1954 would be the year of maxi- 
mum danger, had recommended that the 143- 
wing Air Force be attained by 1954. President 
Truman’s “stretch-out” pushed the target date 
further in the future to 1955. The House cuts 
in the defense budget postponed the target date 
still another year. 

What the Senate has done, then, is to defeat 
the House stretch-out while accepting the Ad- 
ministration stretch-out. The Post-Dispatch be- 
lieves that even the Administration stretch-out 
gambles too dangerously with national security. 


Moreover there is some reason for question- 
ing whether the Senate action accomplishes 
what it claims to. For while the Senate voted 
more funds for Air Force procurement it slashed 
other items of the Administration budget so that 
its own total is almost as low as that provided 
by the House—46.4 billion dollars as compared 
with 51.3 billion asked by the Administration. 


Fortunately the Senate eliminated the ceiling 
on arms expenditures in the current fiscal year 
which was regarded as the most serious threat 
to the rearmament program. But the fact re- 
mains that the Senate whacked five billion dol- 
lars off an Administration budget which the 
most responsible military leaders had described 
as the minimum of safety for national security. 


Some mysterious juggling of funds will in- 
crease the apprehensions of those who fear that 
the Senate, like the House, has paid more atten- 
tion to election-year politics than to the hard 
facts of military requirements. Where the House. 
voted 20.7 billion dollars in cash for the Air 
Force, the Senate voted 13.1 billion dollars in 
cash plus eight billion in contract authorizations. 


Senator O’Mahoney says the contract authori- 
zations will permit the Air Force to speed up 
its expansion quite as effectively as extra cash. 
He may be right, but if so the question arises 
why he told the Senate last September, when it 
was considering the previous military budget, 
that all the appropriations had to be in cash, 
and not in contract authorizations, if the mili- 
tary services were to do the best job of rapid 
expansion. 

The defense appropriations now go to confer- 
ence, and it may be assumed that they will be 
compromised, but will not exceed the Senate 
figures. Both branches of Congress, thus, are 
on record with the judgment that military out- 
lays this year can safely be cut 10 per cent be- 
low the President’s request. Many thoughtful 
citizens, while, fearing that Congress is wrong, 
can only hope that it is right. 
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The Passing of Three-Card Monte 


Gambling techniques seem to change like 


whims of fashior and popular tunes, and that, 


has created a problem for the Missouri Senate 
Criminal Laws Revision Committee. 

This committee is trying to fit the anti-gam- 
bling laws to contemporary gambling. And it has 


found some laws dealing with games of chance 


that vanished with the steamboat gambler. For 
example, Statute 563.370 prohibits such games 
as A B C, Equality and E O. The committee 
could not find how the games were played, what 
their names meant, or anybody else who knows 
either. | 

One 1874 statute is devoted to “prize pack- 
ages on trains.” Presumably this racket was like 
the surviving carnival stunt of selling packages 
containing “guaranteed” prizes—a few of them. 
dollar watches and the rest tin whistles. 


“Three-card monte” also has a law unto itself. 
This was like the shell game, for a player was 
supposed to pick out a specific card of three 
laid face-down. It must have been a menace, too. 
Betting on a slot machine carries a fine of up 
to $200, but playing three-card monte carries a 
fine of up to $5000, it says in Statute 561.700. 

The Criminal Laws Revision Committee is 
trying to modernize and codify these laws, elim- 
inating the archaic ones and strengthening meas- 
ures against bookmaking, policy and contempo- 
rary favorites. But its report suggests that re- 
‘vision ought to be undertaken every ten years 
or so at least. If it is true that there’s a sucker 
born every minute, the Legislature has a perma- 
nent job in trying to keep its laws even with the 
latest modes in humbuggery.

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Shall Dixiecratism Divide Us? 


Gov. Byrnes of South Carolina, speaking for 
the Dixiecrats, is playing with even higher ex- 
plosives than anti-civil rights Southerners tossed 
around in 1948. He threatens a bolt by the 
Southern states from the Democratic party un- 
less the party retreats on the civil rights issue. 
The worst danger is not that 1952 Dixiecratism 
might seriously divide the Democratic Party, 
but that it could seriously divide the country. 
For the last defense of the Dixiecrats would be 
to throw the election into the House of Repre- 
sentatives, as Claude Pepper writes in The Geor- 
gia Review. . 

For the United States to have as President 
during the next four crucial years a man who 
lacked the support of a majority of the voters 
would be a national calamity. Such an adminis- 
tration could not help being wéak, unself-confi- 
dent, and deficient in prestige, in the face of 
world conditions which call for this country to 
lead out boldly, resourcefully—and unitedly. 


That a man who had served his country as 
Secretary of State would risk this eventuality 
for the sake of denying Negroes their right to 
ballots and jobs is almost beyond belief. Yet 
Gov. White of Mississippi, Gov. Byrnes’ com- 
rade in Dixiecratism, says with apparent satis- 
faction that there is a 50-50 chance of throwing 
the election into the House if the national Dem- 
ocratic party ignores the Dixiecrat demands for 
a weak civil-rights plank and a weak civil-rights 
candidate. 

Mr. Pepper, who was defeated in his race for 
re-election to the United States Senate two years 
ago by George Smathers, says in his Georgia 
Review article that a strong civil-rights plank 
would cost the Democratic party the South this 
year, but that a weak civil-rights plank would 
cost it the country. The Floridian believes a 
middle-ground could be reached. 

Yet it is difficult, on re-reading the Demo- 
cratic civil-rights plank of 1948, to see how that 
could be done, unless it were by a triumph of 
rhetoric over sense. What the 1948 platform said 
about civil rights was itself a very moderate 
middle-ground. To pledge any less would be to 
withhold part of what the Constitution guaran- 
tees. : |

Up to last Monday, Senator Maybank reports, 
the nation had lost one-tenth of its expected 
1952 steel production as a result of steel? strikes. 

One ton in ten at a time of great national 


peril! Is any other argument needed for the 


proposition that the present strike, now in its 
fifth week, must be ended at once? 

As we have said before, President Truman is 
neglecting his duty so long as he refuses to use 
the only remedy now available to him for ending 
the strike. All of his reasons for not applying 
the Taft-Hartley Act do not now outweigh the 
one big reason for applying it—which is that the 
steel mills must start rolling again. 

We also believe that both parties to the dis- 
pute are neglecting their duty so long as they 
fail to seek a fair compromise of the issues now 
dividing them. : 

The principal outstanding issue is that of the 
union shop. It should be compromised. The 
union, it seems to us, is making gestures toward 


compromise in the contracts it has signed with — 


some small companies, exempting present em- 
ployes from compulsory union membership and 
providing an escape clause for. future employes. 


The industry is not making an adequate re- 
sponse to these gestures when it folds its arms 
and declares, as the president of Republic Steel 
did, that it sees “no area of compromise” in this 
development. If the union is ready to accept one 
escape clause it may be ready to accept another. 
It is the duty of the companies to explore the 
possibility. 

Reports from Pittsburgh are that the industry 
leaders have held a secret meeting at which 
they agreed to stand fast on their present line. 
The secret meetings they ought to be holding 
are with union officials in search of a fair 
settlement. Even if the Taft-Hartley Act is 
applied, a settlement will have to be reached 
ultimately. By refusing to seek one now, the 
industry is taking unfair advantage of the situa- 
tion—and the nation with its great need of steel 
is the victim.

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An Office That Shouldn’t Be 


A St. Louis manufacturer, Maurice R. Zum- 
walt, is one of four candidates for the Republi- 
can nomination for Sheriff of St. Louis. His cam- 
paign theme is probably typical of that of every 
other candidate on both tickets, with the notable 
exception of the incumbent, Sheriff Callanan. 


Mr. Zumwalt obviously is shooting at the 
Sheriff when he tells voters that the office ought 
not to be used as a springboard to achieve con- 
trol of other offices. Instead, he says, it should 
be made an instrument of service to the people. 
And of course he is as right as right can be. 


But for once we'd enjoy hearing of a candidate 
taking a more daring tack. When will someone 
stand up and say that if nominated and elected 
he will work to abolish the office? When will a 
candidate tear down the myth of its importance 
and say unequivocally that most of the job’s 
functions could be performed more efficiently 
and economically by the St. Louis Police De- 
partment?

The field is wide open. Who will be first? 
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India Hands Back the Land 


A significant and bloodless revolution in the 
land has taken place in India’s most populous 
state, the Ganges-plain area of Uttar Pradesh. 
In size and scope it is staggering; but it is only 
the beginning. The people demand it, the cen- 
tral government. demands it, and the states are 
now free to put it in effect. 

The agrarian revolution in Uttar Pradesh—an 
area perhaps better knuwn by its British desig- 
nation, the United Provinces—is the first imple- 
menting the Nehru government’s land program. 
Some 60,000,000 acres are involved, an area al- 
most 50 per cent greater than Missouri. The 
acreage represents about 80 per cent~of Uttar 
Pradesh’s total territory. 

The reform abolishes the 150-year-old absentee 
landlord system that has reduced the people to 
one of the lowest living standards in the world. 
The 2,000,000 landlords are being paid off by the 
government, which is selling their holdings ta 
some 12,000,000 tenant farmers at a price about 
10 times the annual rent. 

Elimination of absentee landlordism is one of 
the new nation’s two principal agricultural prob- 
lems. The other is the question of holdings too 
small and too scattered for economi¢ farming. 
The solutions have been left to the states, al- 
though the central government points the way. 
After four years of legal wrangles, India’s 
Supreme Court has upheld the principle of land 
redistribution, and it is certain to sweep the 
country. This will put land in the hands of the 
people who work it, and change the nation from 
a population of semi-feudal serfs to individual 
proprietors. 


Nehru described the land revolution in Uttar 
Pradesh as the first step in “progressive emanci- 
pation of our peasantry,” and indeed it is. But 
it is something more. India is broadening its 
democratic base in a way that has meaning to 
the peasant. And in so doing it is raising a for- 
midable barrier to communism.

In only 50 years traffic fatalities have matched all military 
losses in nation’s history; psychiatrist says emotional make-up 
of driver is major factor in traffic violations; describes some who 
are unfit to drive and urges use of more thorough examinations,

On Dec. 21, 1951, Miss Elma Wisch- 
meier, 52, died in a hospital in Cleveland. 
She was the millionth person killed in the 
United States in an automobile accident. 
The first victim of the auto age was H. H. 
Bliss, killed in New York City on Sept. 13, 
1899. 

In all our wars, from the Battle of Lex- 
ington in 1775 to Korea, 1,000,000 United 
States military personnel had been killed 
as of Sept. 3 or 4, 1951. Fifty-two years 
of the automobile were as deadly as a cen- 
tury and a half of war. 

The death rate from traffic accidents 
has been rising steadily through the years. 
This leaves little doubt that unless this 
trend is drastically reduced the next mil- 
lion lives to be lost will be lost in a 
much shorter time than 50 years. 


The most important factor in traffic — 


accidents is the personal factor—the per- 
son behind the wheel. There are not too 
many persons involved in accidents due 
to physical collapse at the wheel. Sudden 
heart attacks or cerebral apoplexy, as 
well as other causes of collapse do occur. 
They are not sufficiently numerous to 
cause copcern. 


From the mental and emotional point 
of view, however, there are a great many 
unfit drivers on the highway today. There 
are many who are severely psycho-neurotic 
and not a few who are psychotic (mentally 
ill). There are psychopaths, mental defi- 
cients and severe epileptics. There are 
chronic alcoholics with mental symptoms, 
and sadists and drug addicts. 

In addition, there are others who are 
lacking in alertness, emotionally unstable 
and impulsive, excitable, egocentric, im- 
mature in attitude and response, unreli- 
able and unpredictable, lacking in a prop- 
er sense of responsibility. Quite a number 
are actually antisocial or asocial in atti- 
tude and tendency. 


The Push-Pedal Impulse 


The emotional make-up of the driver is 
a powerful factor in traffic violations. 
The commonest driving fault, speeding, 
is an exampie of revolt against authority. 
Stepping on the gas is not only an im- 
pulse that expresses an overpowering de- 
sire to master and control one’s surround- 
ings. More important, it may also be an 
expression of rebellion. 


The automobile driver who is always 
having accidents has them for very defi- 
nite reasons. This type of road menace 
has been subjected to intensive psychi- 
atric study. Dr. Flanders Dunbar, who 
has done a great deal of research on the 
problem, has found that the accident- 
prone driver has a definite kind of per- 
sonality. 

He is a happy-go-lucky type, decisive 
and eveh impulsive. He concentrates upon 
immediate pleabures and _ satisfactions. 
Briefly, he is a man of action and not of 
planning, a person who does not inter- 
polate much deliberation and hesitation 


between impulses and their actual exe- 
cution. 

The accident-prone individual harbors 
a deeply ingrained rebellion against the 
early, excessive regulations of bringing 
up—a deep resentment against all persons 
in authority. At the same time he has a 
strict conscience which makes him feel 
culpable in this rebellion. 

The aceident-ridden driver has accidents 
for two reasons, according to Dr. Dunbar: 
1) to revenge himself against oppressive 
authority, since an accident can always 
be certain of evoking sympathy and re- 
gret; and 2) to punish himself for wish- 
ing revenge.

or both parents being excessively strict. 
Childhood adjustment among such drivers 
was very poor. They were aggressive, had 
temper tantrums, frequent fights, bully 
characteristics, and often appeared in 
Juvenile Court. 


Habits of the Road-Menace 


These individuals also had a character- 
istic school history, with regular records 
of truancy and violations of rules. They 
seldom held a job for any length of time. 
They could not get along with fellow 
employes. 

Socially; these individuals also show 
certain wefi-defined characteristics. They 
have many acquaintances and few friends. 
Usually they are emotionally immature 
and behave more like adolescents than 
adults, trying to impress others with their 
importance and showing no concern over 
their problems. They have never grown up. 

Their driving habits are also worth 
noting. They aré easily distracted while 
driving and tend to become readily an- 


“noyed by other motorists on the road, 


often criticizing their own driving mis- 
takes in others. They are chronic horn 
honkers, interested in the speed of their 
car rather than its safety features. Their 
cars are often untidy and laden down 
with accessories. ; 

The frankly insane individual is quite 
likely to drive his car in an erratic man- 
ner, Mentally disturbed persons will drive 
recklessly and dangerously because. of 
their mental state and loss of normal psy- 
chological equilibrium. 

A thoroug 
examination will go a long way in re- 
ducing the number of unfit drivers on 
the road. If this does not seem possible 
at present, at least all drivers who are 
involved in more than three accidents in 
six months should be given a thorough 
check-up. By this simple means we may 
be able to reduce traffic accidents and 
deaths quite materially.

Between Book Ends 


A Native Explains Yugoslavia 


THE EAGLE AND THE ROOTS, by Louis Adamic. 

(Doubleday & Co., 53! pgs., $5-) 

Prior to his death in September, 1951, 
Louis Adamic was one of Yugoslavia’s 
strongest voices in America. Although he 
came to this country at an early age, he 
never forgot his homeland. His books at- 
tempted in every way to explain his na- 
tive land to a United States who he felt, 
little understood it. 

To Adamic, the partisan or Communist 
revolution in Yugoslavia was the finest 
thing that ever happened to that country. 

In his unabashed affection for Tito, and 
his wonderment at the revolution which 
had been accom- 
plished in Yugo- 
Slavia, the author 
felt he had to know 
more about the 
meaning of that 
revolution. Conse- 
quently, in 1949 he 
set sailifor his home- 
land, to spend seven 
months and travel 
11,000 miles within 
it. “The Eagle and 
the Roots” is his 
posthumous ss report 
of that trip, which 
though massive and 
somewhat amor- 
phous manages to cover its subject of Tito 
and Yugoslavia quite ably. 


Adamic’s main tenet is not an easy one 
for him to maintain. He undertakes with 
an appearance of objectivity, to exonerate 
Tito and his totalitarian regime of almost 
every crime and terror charged against 
him by the free world. His arguments are 
not convincing. 


At one time, both men considered the 
U.S.S.R. as the hope of mankind. In “The 
Eagle and the Roots” Adamic now de- 
scribes that same Russia as the scourge of 
mankind. The author attempts to get 
around this problem by saying that Rus- 
sia is now the enemy of true Communism. 
Adamic says that as far back as the Span- 
ish Civil War, Russia had planned to de- 
stroy European Communism. World War 
II merely delayed this as Russia wanted 
to maintain the friendship of her allies 
and allay any suspicions which they might 
entertain. Tito was the only national lead- 
er in the world to recognize this. 


._If' all the above is true, then what Ad- 

amic fails to explain is why, after the war, 
Tito took such great pains to ape Russia 
in every way. Prior to the quarrel with 
Russia, Yugoslavia was as much like the 
U.S.S.R. as was possible. 


Despite its many shortcomings, “The 
Eagle and the Roots,” generally is still a 
valuable book and an important step in 
understanding Yugoslavia. It is unfortun- 
ate that the author couldn’t have lived to 
answer some of the many questions which 
will arise in the minds of most readers.

Ability to Meet Our Times 


MEETING AT THE MILESTONE, by Sigurd Hoel. 
British Book Center, inc., New York, pp., $3.) 
This is not just another war story as it 

seems for most of its first reading. As the 

pattern finally emerges it becomes the 
story of a man who could not meet the 
demands of his times. Certain threads in 
his life repeated themselves in a design 
which recurred. 

In retrospect he tries to see the design, 
but it escapes him. He only sees his pat- 
tern of failure: failure in love, failure in 
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The draft read by MacArthur 
contained, in language almost as 
strong as he has used before, the 
general’s injunction against a 
military candidate for President. 
This has been the theme of re- 
peated speeches ren 
by the hero of Pe

Missouri Historical : Society's 
new Franklin W. Olin Gallery, oc- 
cupying the second-floor gallery 
and west wing of Jefferson Me- 
morial was opened to the public 
today, making possible for the 
first time full display of the so- 
ciety’s extensive collection of 
guns, pistols and nineteenth 
century war trophies. 


Much of the collection has been 
exhibited piecemeal before. Prop- 
er display in specially-designed 
cases was financed by a donation 
of more than $20.000 from the 
Olin Foundation. The gallery is 
named for the late founder of 
Olin Industries, Inc. 

Cases fringing the balcony 
show the development of the rifle, 
shotgun, carbine and pistols with 
emphasis on the history of the 
American west and the Mexican 
and Civil wars. In the west wing 
proper are uniforms, drums, cap- 
tured objects, documents and 
Other relics of the two wars. 
There are a large number of 
presentation swords and sabers, 
together with assorted cutting 
weapons used in battle. 

Role in “Winning of West.” 

Firearms, Society Director 
Charles Van Ravenswaay said, are 
of considerable historical signifi- 
cance because they “had as much 
to do with the expansion of the 
American frontier as any single 
thing.” St... Louis gunsmiths 
played an important role in the 
winning of the west, he pointed 
out. 

The Gemmer. Collection of guns 
in the exhibit, commemorating 
The Hawken Shop established 
here in 1821, includes a number 
of specimens of the famed Hawk- 
en “nvountain rifle’ which was 
used on the western plains and 
in the Rocky Mountains for a 
half century. Arms made by J. 
P. Gemmer and H. E. Dimick, 
also noted St. Louis gunsmiths, 
are displayed along with flints, 
shot pouches and powder flasks. 
Small. arms included range 
from the ingenious “bootleg pis- 
tol” manufactured in 1840 to the 
deadly weapons made by Henry 
Beringer of Philadelphia, Pa., the 
pepperbox pistol, and the popular 
Colt revolver. Early types of shot- 
gun shells and cartridges are 
shown. 

Symbols of Division. 
Missouri’s divided sentiment at 
the outbreak of the Civil war is 
recalled by a case of drums, uni- 
forms and other relics of the 
seizure by Union troops of Camp 
Jackson in St. Louis. The home- 
spun, butternut-dyed tunic and 
faded campaign hat of a Con- 
federate private contrasts force- 
fully with the finery of general 
officers.

Harry (The Cat) Brecheen, 37-

a high school boy to any profes- 
sional contract until after he has 
graduated or has permanently 
lost his eligibility. 


2. Opposed to the adoption of 
the proposed regulation. as out- 
lined for 1953. 


3. Thoroughly convinced that 
the adoption of: any regulation 
which would permit indiscrimi- 
nate signing of high school. boys 
to contracts before graduation 
would have an extremely detri- 
mental effect on most such boys: 
on the high school athletic pro- 
gram, and on the welfare of base- 
ball or any of the other ‘major 
sports. 


4. Strongly appealing to sports 
writers, men in the athletic goods 
industry, to other orgariizations 
interested in the welfare of high 
school boys and the athletic pro- 
gram to lend their full and active 
support to the retention of the 
present regulation or a_ similar 
regulation equally effective. 

The federation rssued the fol- 
lowing statement regarding col-' 
lege solicitation of high school 
athletes: 

“The solicitation of athletes 
through tryouts and competitive 
bidding by higher institutions is 
unethical, . unprofessional — and 
psychologically harmful to - the 
boy.

Odd Career as the 
Voice of Donald Duck

2: HE pressures of Twentieth Century life bring 


insomnia to many persons for varied reasons, 

To Clarence Nash sleeplessness, and dark wor- 
ries in the fretful night, came not long ago because 
for some reason or other he temporarily could not 
talk like a duck. 

While the ayerage person perhaps could have 
shrugged off this inadequacy as just one of those 
things, to Nash it could have meant catastrophe, 
For 18 years Clarence has been the voice of Don- 
ald Duck. 

And, all of a sudden this particular night, the 
duckish voice known to practically every cultured 
and well-rounded person in the land, and all over, 
came out as a series of hollow hasps and croaks. 

“I tossed and turned that night, I tell you,” says 
Nash. “Fortunately, Donald was talking all right 
the next morning, and ever since. Either I was 
over-tired or else the lapse was psychological. I’m 
in a rather strange business.” 

* 

DUCKY NASH, as he prefers to be called, is, 
indeed, in a rather strange business, although a 
profitable one. How he got there is due indirectly 
to. a baby billy-goat, whose name has been lost 
to posterity, and, more directly, to Walt Disney, 
whose name hasn’t. Anyhow, Ducky Nash is the 
reason for, as well as the voice of, Donald Duck. 

Relaxing in the lounge of a St. Louis hotel, 
Nash, a friendly, stocky man of 47 with a dapper 
mustache, recalled how Donald Duck emerged upon 
the public scene. The roots of this event go back 
to Kansas City, where teen-age Clarence lived for 
some years. 

“I was always bringing animals home,” said 
Nash, who now lives in Glendale, Calif. “Stray 
dogs, cats. Even some pigs once. I had some rab- 
bits, and this baby goat, 1 forget his name now.”

He fed the goat by bottle and each time he would 
leave the pen the goat would emit plaintive little 
bleats. To young Nash, who had an ear for such 
things, the bleats sounded like a little girl. Prompt- 
ly he added a recitation of “‘Mary Had a Little 
Lamb” to his growing store of imitations, deliver- 
ing the poem in a little girl’s voice. 


NASH ATTRACTED much local notice with his 
imitations, bird calls and animal voices. People 
told him he should go on the stage. He did, and 
performed his act professionally for several years. 
In 1933, during the depression, when the imitation 
business was no better off than other lines, Nash 
accepted a position in Los Angeles with a milk 
company. 

He wore a gleaming white uniform and bore 
the title of “Whistling Clarence, the Milkman.” 
His duties, in part, consisted of showing school 
children how to imitate birds.

DURING HIS MILKMAN STINT, Nash had 
handbills made up, listing his imitations, and dis- 
tributed them around the movie studios. One of 
the bills reached Disney, who heard Nash recite 
*Mary Had a Little Lamb.” 

“That’s a duck,” said Disney, decisively. Nash 
agreed that, by golly, it was a duck, rather than 
a little girl. That was 19 years ago, when Disney 
created a duck to go with the voice. 

Donald Duck made his first screen appearance 
18 years ago, a knobby-kneed, longer billed, less- 
cute Donald than the present celebrity. Donald 
didn’t immediately set the world on fire; he was 
just a bit player in a ‘“‘Mickey” animated cartoon, 
Nash recalled.

WHAT SKYROCKETED DONALD to fame was 
his.appearance in Mickey’s cartoon titled “The 
Orphan’s Benefit.” Donald recited “Little Boy 
Blue” pointing out that the sheep were in ‘the 
meadow, the cows were in the corn and Boy Blue 
should appear forthwith and blow his horn. When 
Donald got to the line explaining that Little Boy 
Blue was under the haystack fast asleep, Donald 
became enraged at the idea of this flagrant shirk- 
ing of duty—lost his temper and went all to pieces. 

The studio, after a happy look at the delighted 
reaction of paying customers, decided here was a 
star—a duck with a temper. 


Scores of Donald Duck cartoons have appeared 
since, and Ducky’ Nash is the man you hear. 

An average one-day talking stint is all that is 
required for Nash to speak Donald’s lines for an 
entire short feature. Nash spends quite a bit of 
time roaming the country with a lifelike, $500 
Donald :Duck doll, doing ventriloquism acts to 
promote sales of items manufactured under the 
Donald Duck trademark. He was in St. Louis in 
connection with a new product, a child’s overshoe 
with Donald Duck’s head on the bow.

DUCKY NASH HAS NEVER ceased to combine 
business with pleasure. He switches from his 
ordinary voice to Donald’s voice with absolutely 
no notice, producing startled reactions from pass- 
ers-by. It is also Nash’s pleasure to make noises 
like a cat in crowded elevators. In addition, he 
has developed an eagle scream recently, of which 
he is quite proud. 

The scream, he said, completely burnt out the 
public address system when he appeared in Bal- 
timore recently. He also utilized it when a dentist’s 
assistant prepared to insert a syringe in his mouth. 

“IT just meant it as a joke,” he said. “She had 
to go sit down and recuperate, however, and I 
had completely forgotten about the other patients 
in the waiting room. They left.”

: HAT would have been a routine spy-chase film along

;  §avage scenes in bleak and frozen Lapland in “VALLEY 
- OF THE EAGLES,” a British production on view at the FOX 
tf, THEATER. | 
od A Stockholm scientist (John McCallum) has 
perfected a way to transform sound impulses 
into electricity, being able to charge a rail- 
road rail white hot in three seconds from a 
phonograph record, a new use for old jazz 
platters. His wife, who has been playing sec- 
ond fiddle to his lab, runs off with the essen- 
- tial parts of the invention, along with the scientist's assistant, 
‘heading for You Know What country in an automobile through 
“the northern route. A police inspector (Jack Warner) and the 
scientist pursue. 

‘Blizzards force everyone to take to skis and reindeer- 

drawn sleds through the brooding Lapland wastes. The pur- 
suers join a party of Laplanders and their herd of a thousand 
reindeer. Wolves stampede the deer, who hurl themselves over 
a cliff by the hundreds in one of the most shocking scenes ever 
filmed. The discouraged Lapps turn back, but one beautiful 
girl (Nadia Gray) sticks with the pursuers and manages to take 
the scientist’s mind off such harsh facts of life as wolves and 
runaway wives. 
, The little party’s ammunition is almost exhausted, and the 
wolves are closing in for a nice meal when another startling 
‘acene occurs. Screaming eagles swoop down and fight the 
wolves. The eagles are released from perches on spears car- 
ried by some strange Laplanders riding on reindeer. Into the 
melee of talons, beaks and fangs plunge the Lapps, spearing 
the struggling wolves. The headman explains their peculiar 
use of falconry by the fact they don’t dare fire rifles for fear 
of setting off an avalanche of snow from the towering moun- 
tains around them. The avalanche of course must come as a 
climax to the yarn and it’s a honey. 

Writer-Director Terence Young filmed the story in Stock- 
holm and on the frozen tundra 200 miles north of Oslo, Nor- 
way. It’s different, to say the least. 

The other offering, “THE SAN FRANCISCO STORY,” on 
the other hand travels a cinema path so worn it should be 
known as Hackneyed Gulch. Joel McCrea, a miner who comes 
to San Francisco of the gold boom days just to have a spree, 
falls for Yvonne De Carlo, the girl friend of Sidney Blackmer, 
who heads the local corruption element, which it is hinted is 
just about in the majority. There are the usual number of fist 
fights, including one in which Mr. McCrea disposes of no less 
than eight sailors who try to prevent his escape from being 
sisanghaied, and a duel with shotguns on horseback. Only some 
occasionally amusing dialogue saves the effort. 

Incidentally, the film leans over backward not to be moral. 
Mr. McCrea protests repeatedly that he is not a reformer. At 
the finish, the head of the vigilantes diffidently says that Miss 
DeCarlo, having taken part in numerous shady deals, must be 
brought to account for her sins, but from Yvonne’s broad smile 
it is evident the punishment won’t be too harsh. 


Those Pirana Fish Again 
We go all the way down to South America for more views 
of wild life in “STRANGE WORLD,” at the ORPHEUM. It is 
a collection of shots of savage Indians of Brazil’s Matto 
Grosso jungle, some others in the Bolivian mountains, and 
the usual assortment of crocodiles, snakes, 
shrunken heads and voracious pirana fish— 
can't get along without those pirana fish in 
any South American epic—who eat up the 
carcass of a pig and later. on a bad Indian 
chief, fictitiously, we hope,:in: two seconds 
flat. This is mixed in with a Tarzan-like 
; yarn about a golden Inca idol buried in a 
lost city and a captive white princess, the daughter of a 
murdered scientist. It is wretchedly played by an amateurish 
cast speaking plodding English dialogue in so painful a man- 
ner that it would suggest either phonetic speaking or dubbing. 
One scene where the chief of the alleged headhunters makes 
dire advances to the shrinking heroine would make a classic 
burlesque if they would attach a Pete Smith commentary to it.

| Coming to Rescue of the Casserole 


It Needn't Be Outlawed If Cooks Will Follow These Excellent Recipes

ANY horrors are committed 

in the name of the casserole, 

and a result is quite a large 
and active anti-casserole group 
at work in this country today. 
They are going about circulating 
the. rumor that the caSserole is 
undermining American cookery. 
Today’s housewives, they claim, 
seem to be under the impression 
that you can toss just about any- 
thing in a casserole, season it 
highly, and give a dinner party 
thereon. 

While there is some truth in 
what they say, there isn’t enough 
to jutify outlawing the casserole. 
As a matter of fact casserole 
cooking is an ancient art, and 
when properly practiced results 
in some of our best and most 
satisfying dishes. The reasons are 
obvious. The flavors are well 


« blended, the seasoning penetrates 


the whole, and the result, if the 
chef knows his way about, is a 
culinary bouquet. Also, it’s a 
great labor-saver, but of course 
that wouldn’t interest anybody. 

But as we were saying, the 
ingredients of a casserole must 
be congenial, and there are few 
things more congenial than steak 
and onions. So, steak and onion 
pie: 

Cut up a couple of bunghes of 
small white onions and cook 
them in a fourth of a cup of 
butter until they’re yellow but 
not browned. Now take the onions 
out of the pan and in their place 
put a pound of round steak which 
has been cut in one-inch cubes 
and floured. Season the meat 
with salt and pepper and half a 
teaspoon of ginger and a fourth 
of a teaspoon of allspice and 
brown it. 

Take the steak out of the pan 
and put in a’number two can 
or the equivalent thereof of 
cooked new potatoes, and brown 
them. Now put all the ingredi- 
ents in a low buttered casserole 
and add two cups of hot water. 
Cover it with a crust, sealing the 
edges but cutting steam holes in 
the middle.

Spiced Watermelon Rind 


Ingredients: six and _  three- 
fourths pounds (25 cups) cut 
pieces watermelon rind, two 
tablespoons salt, one teaspoon 
alum, one quart cold water, six 
cups beet or cane sugar, four 
cups white vinegar, one cup small 
red-hot cinnamon candies, two 
tablespoons whole allspice, one 
tablespoon grated lemon rind, 
one-half teaspoon red food color- 
ing. 

Method: Peel green rind from 
melon, removing all pink portion. 
Cut white rind into pieces of any 
preferred size or shape. Soak cut 
pieces of rind in salt-alum-water 
solution in a bowl or crock four 
hours; drain. Place in large pre- 
serving kettle; cover with warm 
water; cook on high heat until 
tender to fork touch, about 25 
minutes. Drain. Stir together, in 
a large preserving kettle, remain- 
-ing ingredients, tying the allspice 
in a dampened double-thick 
cheesecloth bag. Bring to a boil 
on high heat. Add drained cook- 
ed rind. Bring back to a boil; turn 
down to medium heat. Cook un- 
til rind is transparent, abort five 
minutes. Remove from heat. Pack 
into hot sterilized jars; seal at 
once. Makes about eight pints. 

Note: About two 13%-pound 
melons will be needed to give 
the six and three-quarter pounds 
of cut rind called for.

Robert and Odette have 
picked up an adequate English vo- 
cabulary—‘“‘you have to if you 
want to make any money over 
here’—but the animals respond 
only to directions in French. 

The reception of Baudy’s grey- 
hounds has been so enthusiastic 
that Robert and Odette are think- 
ing of remaining in this country 
and perhaps becoming American 
citizens. Their crowded show 
calendar, already booked solidly 
through 1953, has brought them 
and their troupe of four-legged 
stars to St. Louis as a feature 
attraction of the tenth annual 
Moolah Temple Shrine Circus and 
Fireworks Display which opened 
Tuesday night at Public Schools 
Stadium and will continue 
through Sunday night.

Baudy organized his present an- 
imal troupe five years ago and 
worked on it nearly two years be- 
fore it was ready for the show 
circuit. There is little difference, 
he said, in the ability of grey- 
hounds and monkeys to learn, 
but the dogs have better disposi- 
tions. The monkeys are apt to 
become mean-tempered whereas 
the dogs seldom give their trainer 
any trouble. 

“You can’t use a whip on a 
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greyhound,” said Baudy. “He fs 
very sensitive and you have to 
train him with kindness.”

Now let’s take up the matter 
of opening two and three no- 
trump bids. 

An veouuiae bid of two no-trump 
is made on the same type hand 
as one no-trump, only much 
stronger. The distribution must 
be balanced—no void or single- 
ton in the hand—and there must 
be at least one stopper in every 
suit. The hand must contain 22 
to 24 high-card points. 

An opening three no-trump bid 
should be based on 25 to 27 
points. 

(Tomorrow—how to "raise two 
and three no-trump bids). 

A Too-Emphatic Signal. 
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With both sides vulnerable, 
North dealt and opened (prope- 
erly) with one no-trump. 
with excellent defense against no- 
trump, passed, and South made a 
jump takeout in hearts. As it 
happened, three no-trump would 
have been a much better contract, 
and in fact a laydown, but the 
partnership couldn’t be criticized 
too severely for landing at four 
hearts. 

West made his natural lead, the 
spade queen, and declarer saved 
his own bacon by ducking in both 
hands. (South couldn’t have any 
clear idea of where this hold-up 
play would lead to, but he felt 
sure it couldn’t cost anything.) 

West continued with spades, 
and South won with the ace. Now 
declarer drew two rounds of 
trumps, and East made the highly 
gaa discard of the diamond 

ing. 

That was enough for South! He 
cashed the diamond ace, ruffed 
the diamond eight, cashed the 
spade king, and then threw East 
in by leading the diamond 10 
and discarding a club from the 
closed hand. Now East had to 
establish dummy’s club king by 
returning that suit, or give de< 
clarer a ruff-and-discard. 

It is possible that South could 
have operated in the same way 
without information from East, 
but one thing is sure: East didn’t 
make South’s problem any 
harder!

In Ian Maclarin’s story, “Beside 
the Bonny Brier Bush,” published 
in 1895 by the Scotch Presby- 
terian divine whose real name 
was John Watson, the phrase was 
used in the sense under discussion 
as follows: Jamie’s been drawing 
your leg.” And Rudyard Kipling 
enfployed it in one of his stories,
